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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 12/07/04 have been fully considered. The Examiner's 
position is believed to be adequately explained in the grounds of rejection below. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 5-1 1 , 20, 26-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

Regarding claim 5, Indicator" is new matter. 

Regarding claims 26 and 29, the specification fails to teach a "vibrator/' alarm 
which is new matter. 

Regarding claim 27, the specification fails to teach the senor is partially within the 
wall of the liner which is new matter. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 5-7, 9-16, 18, 22, 24-30, 32-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Mak (State-of-the-art research in lower-limb prosthetic 
biomechanics-socket interface). 

Mak teaches an apparatus/method comprising: 

(a) prosthetic socket having at least one sensor positioned at least partially within 
a wall of the socket for sensing at least one of pressure and temperature 

(b) an indicator of the value by the at least one sensor (inherently having some 
type of read out (such as a oscilloscope, strip chart, etc.) wherein a doctor knows the 
sensed value is beyond normal limitations of the body and causes physical harm and 
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makes adjustments (indicator). Additionally, a value limit can be zero, therefore any 
reading is beyond a value limit. 

Regarding claim 10, "vacuum" see pneumatic senor on page 2. 

Claims 22-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as clearly being anticipated by 
Havey (Methodology-Measurements, Part II, Instrumentation and Apparatus. 

Claims 12-13 and 15-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Wilson (4,387,472). 

Wilson teaches an apparatus/method comprising: 

(a) at least one sensor 50, 52 for sensing at least one of pressure, force, 
temperature, and moisture, wherein the at least one sensor can be configured with 
value limits, and 

(b) an alarm 62 when a value sensed by the at least one sensor is beyond a 
value limit. 

A socket is inherent. The device of Wilson is configured to sense force "with 
respect to a socket or residual limb". 

Regarding claims 15-16 and 18-19, Wilson teaches a force sensor with meets 
the limitations of claim 12, these claims merely further define elements which are not 
necessary to fulfill the claim language.

Claims 12-13, 15-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sabolichetal (6,500,210). 

Referring to at least figures 1-2, Sabolich et al teaches an apparatus comprising: 

(a) at least one sensor 120, 122 for sensing at least one of pressure, force, 
temperature, and moisture, wherein the at least one sensor can be configured with 
value limits, and 

(b) an alarm 128, 130, 132, 134 when a value sensed by the at least one sensor 
is beyond a value limit. 

Regarding the computer, see 304. 

Regarding "setting sensor value limits", it is interpreted the device gives no 
feedback when no weight is on the foot, therefore, the value limit was inherently set. 
Also see at least elements 424 and 426. 

Regarding claims 15-16 and 18-19, these claims merely further define elements 
which are not necessary to fulfill the claim language. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wilson 
or Sabolich et al. They teach the device/method above, however, are unclear regarding 
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a liner. It is well known in the art to use a liner in a socket and would have been obvious 
to one having ordinary skill in the art to have utilized one with the device/method of 
Wilson for comfort. 

Regarding the step of sensing pressure, Wilson teaches a force sensor which is 
relied upon to meet the limitations of claim 12.
